have alvenily issued decrees and ordered 
Sun Fang, the Viceroy of Shen-Kan and 
Governor Tueng Chun-hsvan of Shusi to 
supprees them as sop as possible and ‘ta 
impeach the militury efticials and mnagist- 
rates concerned summarily, Now we have 
the Viceroy Sun Fang's memorial inspench- 
ing the said officials to bo punished.

Hau Kwni, ‘ex-ncting © Magistrate of 
Pingtohsion, Li Han tsing, Magistrate of 
Pinglohsien and Yt Ching-cho, Lieutenant 
Colonel .of Pinglo. garrison and we order 
then to arrest all the riotous persons with- 
in a given time and to punish thom. TE 
tho officials are unable to do this they shall 
he dismissed permanently. And we alec 
command tho Viceroy tonceraed to order 
all officials civil and uilitary to arrest 
riotous people at an early date, usitig their 
utmost endeavours, and to close the matter 
promptly. We heroby command further 
that all the missions, missionaries and cun- 
verts shall be carefully protected, so as. not 
tocause any more trowble and to aveil-any 
heavy punishinents on the ofticials con- 
corned.

indiffurent health. Young Mr Blake, dar- 
ing this brief residence in the Colény, has 
acted as Aide-do-campto the Governor, and, 
by his courteous and genilemanly demean- 
our nt all times, has won the respect 
and frieudship_of the _mwany:residents who 
have hnd occasion to attend the different 
functions at Government House, - About. 
sleven o'clock, a. guard of hontur, consix- 
ting of 200 men of the 2nd ‘Royal Welch 
Fusiliers, headed by the Regimental white 
goat, andthe full brass band, and acéimpani- 
ed hy the Regimental_colour, marched down 
tothe Pier, under comand of Captain 
Rothorham, and tock wp-position.
